Many worthy men agree with 
me in condemning slavery, but differ from me as to the 
most expedient mode of removing it. There are many 
offices in which I should be happy to see them; there 
are others, in which I would prefer placing men who 
more fully accord with me in sentiment. I can form no 
rule on this subject, applicable to all cases. The safest 
is, let each one he fully persuaded in his own mind; 
ever recollecting that he is accountable to his Maker for 
the manner in which he exercises his right of suffrage.
